AMCCO will sponsor two boys in the July 
13 Soap Box Derby meet. They are Ron 
Brock, sonof AMCCO T.P. operations work- 
er, Otto Brock, and Joe L. Hillard, son of Joe 
Hillard, also of AMCCO L&C YARD. 


The derby is coming to be an annual af- 
fair in Astoria, and the winner of the event 
will receive an all-expense paid trip to Ak- 
ron, Ohio, to compete in the All-American 
Soap Box Derby on August 10. 


About 40 boys have entered the July 13 
event to be held on Williamsport road, and 
all are constructing their own racers. 


The derby is sponsored jointly by the As- 
torian-Budget and Lovell Auto Company. 


One ofthe boys pictured above, Ron Brock, 


had his racer completed from start to the 
finished paint job, and was ready to goa 
month before the race. 


Other boys were still entering the contest 
and hurrying to build a racer by the time 
this paper goes to press. 


Three Pacific Coast Conference athletic 
officials will be on hand to judge the race. 
They are Lynn Jones, sales manager of the 
Industrial Hospital association in Portland; 
Tony Amato, Portland restaurant owner, and 
Chappie King, Portland school principal. 


The Optimist club is doing the planning 
for the July 13 race, with John Kilpack and 
Harold Hughes acting as co-chairmen. 


Through the centuries man's love of fine 
boats has never diminished. This is part- 
ticularly true of fine wooden-construction 
craft. This feeling of the boatbuilding 
craftsman is quite inherent in the history 
and activity of Astoria Marine Construc- 
tion Company- AMCCO, as it is so popular- 
ly known. 

AMCCO has done big things, important 
things, with repair, conversion, outfitting, 
even occasional building of all-steel boats 
and ships. Both fighters and commercial 
craft. But its collective heart at the par- 
ent yard lies in construction of excellent 
wooden-hulled private and armed services 
boats. This main yard is on the banks of 
the quiet, protected Lewis & Clark river, 
about five highway-miles from Astoria's 
center. 

For 27 years boats of wooden construc- 
tion have been AMCCO'S pride. Enter- 
prising young men, with their files filled 
more with the love of boatbuilding than with 
business on hand, gained a contract for ten 
Alaska sail-type fishing craft and set up 
shop (there was no shortage of fresh air) 
on the banks of the river where today's big 
AMCCO yard is located. They were Jos. M. 
Dyer, Clair Mansker and Acme Mansker. 
Later the Mansker boys went to Puget 
Sound yards and Dyer continued the business 
right through to today. Clair has been back 
at AMCCO for many years as superinten- 
dent at the L & C Yard and Acme is building 
minesweeps at Lake Union Drydock. 


Asthe peacetime years rolled on, Astor- 
ia Marine Construction Co., Jos. M. Dyer, 
president, built assorted craft like the 
ferry Tourist No. 3, the twin-screw Coast 
and Geodetic E. Lester Jones, cannery ten- 
ter Papco, the 500-hptug Port of Ban- 
don, numerous high-speed gillnetters, the 
survey boat John Day, cannery tender King- 
fish, and deep-sea fishing craft like the 65- 
foot Tralee, Evening, Sarah E., Viv, Joy G. 
and Diana, 

On the other side of the fishing law was 
the swift-running Oregon Fish Commission 
patrol boat, Oregon, There were also boom 


boats like Peg, Longfiber and Betty Ann. 


On the pleasure side were Milt Hender- 
son's Evening Star, the Marymack and 
Steve Wilcox's, Phantom, 


Joe Dyer's high-speed gillnetter boat 
plans and his various designs of other craft 
appeared regularly in Pacific Motor Boat 
magazine. His development of the grace- 


ful cruising and racing sailing craft, the 
CRODS (for Columbia River One Design), 
have left a notable mark in the sailing his- 
tory of the region. 


Then came the war. On April 1, 1941 
AMCCO negotiated the building of four mine- 
sweepers YMS 100 to 104. Keels were laid 
that summer and all hulls were in the wat- 
er within oneyear. AMCCO'S reputation as 
an able efficient, solid producer spread. 
This was the day of production schedules, 
of 'sweeps’ that had to be good. It would 
take too much space to list the men of the 
whole organization who contributed so much 
and left their mark, many of whom are 
with the yard today. Li. 

The big contract came in March 1942, 
AMCCO would build eight more YMS mine- 
sweepers, 135 through 142. The yard was 
really humming. Space was at a premium. 


AMCCO next received a contract to build 
four harbor tugs for the Navy, YT's 312-315 
and the first keel went down on December 
21, 1942. 


By January 1, 1943 two wooden-hulled 
PC Navy boats, similar in design to YMS- 
types, were officially awarded to AMCCO, 


Along about mid-year in 1943 the Army 
let a contract to AMCCOto build 15 tow- 
boats 46 feet long. 


Also, just as the year 1943 turned the 
mid-way mark and YMS-140 and YT-312 
had just hit the water, the contract award 
came through that associated AMCCO with 
the 50 baby flat tops built by Kaiser and 
delivered to the Navy at Astoria all in one 
year. There was outfitting to be done after 
they left the building yard and before they 
were Navy-commissioned. This was a 
whole new operation, centered at the Port 
of Astoria, and with a week-per-carrier 
the time limitation. It was a new challenge 
for AMCCO, Management and department 
heads, already hustling on wooden ship- 
building, put the carrier deal into high hear 
inahurry and 500 men did the work. There 
was no time to waste. There were great 
Navy plans brewing for the Pacific. 


By the end of 1943 the AMCCO Log's 
Christmas number pointed out that during 
1943 201 vessels were built, outfitted or 
repaired for the U.S.A. 


These contracts that have been listed 
comprised the bulk of AMCCO building 
through to the conclusion of World War II. 


SHEAHAN GOES TO WASHINGTON 


During a recent trip to Washington, D. C, 
and New York in connection with matters 
related to the Minesweeping Building Pro- 
gram George C. Sheahan, Treasurer of 
AMCCO, had the opportunity of visiting sev- 
eral of the yards engaged in building the 
same type ship. He reported that our first 
two ships are well ahead in the program and 
in fact the 428 is unquestionably further 
advancedthan any ship of this type in Amer- 


ica. This fact was acknowledged not only by 
the Navy but other shipbuilding yards in that 
area. 


This demonstrates without question that 
the effective workmanship, coordination, and 
management of the AMCCO crew is paying 
off in real production and that our whole 
organization should take great pride in this 
high level of accomplishment.

SHIPBUILDERS MEET AT SEATTLE 


The Shipbuilders! Conference on June 27, 
1952, at Seattle was attended by Messrs. 
J. M. Dyer, W. H. Dole, H. W. Dahlgren, 
T.B. Cook, C. T. McHale, and J. H. Keatley. 
Lt. Comdr. J. B. Godard and Lt. Comadr. B. 
M. Menard from the Supervisors of Ship- 
building, Astoria, representatives from the 
Bureau of Ships in Washington, D. C., and 
the Design Agent P. L. Rhodes from New 
York. 


At this intensive one-day conference they 
discussed technical and administrative de- 
tails. Rear Admiral Charles D. Wheelock 
stressed the urgency of the Minesweep Pro- 
gram.
